A DIVORCE. 


FOR 


Desertion 
Is the 
Ground 
Upon 


Which the Husband Will Seek 


a Separation. 


Mrs. Olive Reed 
Batchelder, the 
well-known leader in musical circles of 
Oakland and San Francisco, is being 
sued for a divorce in San Francisco by 
her husband, 
William J. 
Batchelder. 
The proceedings 
have been under­ 
taken in a very quiet way, and few 
outside of the very inner circle of her 
family have been aware that the suit 
wes pending. 


The action was commenced late last 
week in the Superior Court and 
has 
been^gpt secret until yesterday, when 
the story 
became public that Oak­ 
land's beautiful contralto was a de­ 
fendant in the divorce court. 
The 
cause assigned by Batchtlder in his 
complaint is desertion. 
It is well 
known across the bay that the Hatch- 
elders have been living ;u,>art for some 
time. 


Mrs. Batchelder has had her resid­ 
ence in Oakland at the home of her 
father, Charles G. Reed, 1257 Filbert 
street. 
He is a prominent banker, and 
is also a member of the Boaid of Edu­ 
cation. 


The wide circle of friends 
Mrs. 
Batchelder possesses will be very much 
surprised over the news that she has 
been made the defendant to the pro­ 
ceedings. 
Mrs. 
Batchelder's 
wide 
prominence on both sides of the bay 
is due especially to her magnificent 
musical training and a very captivating 
manner. 
She has long enjoyed the 
greatest 
popularity, 
and 
is 
ranked 
among the best vocalists of the mus­ 
ical world of California. 
Her culture 
and refinement combine to make her 
an interesting party to the monotony 
of an ordinary divorce complaint. 


The arrangements 
by which 
the 
action for a legal separation were cul­ 
minated are mutually agreeable to the 
parties concerned. 
That much and 
no more would Banker Reed ess^ay 
last night, when requested to make a 
statement 
in behalf of his daughter, 
who was not to be seen. 


"You may say that a suit for divorce 
has been brought by Mr. Batchelder 
against Mrs. Batchelder on the ground 
of desertion," said 
School Director 
Reed. 
"I have no objection to your 
stating that 
the 
action is 
brought 
through a mutual agreement between 
Mrs. Bachelder 
and 
her 
husband. 
Further than that 
I decline to say. 
Mrs. Batchelder is worn out with over- 
work and business, and has retired. 
I 
cannot allow you to see her. 
My 
brother, George Reed, is her attorney." 


Banker Reed was not in a responsive 
mood, and would add no further facts 
regarding the causes which have led up 
to the divorce case. 


Bachelder 'has resided a sufficient 
length of time in San Francisco to en­ 
able him to 
commence 
the action 
there. 
The contest will not be at all 
sensational, as the statutory ground of 
desertion can be easily proven. 
The 
fact that Mrs. Batchelder has agreed 
to the proceedings as undertaken robs 
the case of any sensational 
features 
that 
would naturally 
attach to it 
through the prominence of the beauti­ 
ful defendent in social and artistic cir­ 
cles of a very extensive area.

The dining room in which the ban 
qnet is served is a magnificently deco­ 
rated apartment, with a ceiling of white 
and gold.

In no circumstance 
are two knives permitted upon the table 
simultaneously, and for this rule a very 
Strange reason is assigned. His royal 
highness is very superstitious, and on 
no account will he incur the risk of 
having knives crossed inadvertently. 
The wineglasses are placed, by theHrye, 
In a line as straight as a company of 
soldiers, and the services are simply fold­ 
ed i s two. Small water bottles are used, 
but apparently finger bowls are tabooed 
in Marlborough House. 


Dinner begins at 8:46 p. m. and lasts 
for one hour and ten minutes. 
Rapid 
service is insisted upon. Tet four or five 
waiters only are allowed to enter the 
dining zoom, which is, however, some 
distance from the kitchen. Celerity and 
dispatch are obtained by the employ­ 
ment of a small army of assistants sta­ 
tioned behind the scenes. 


Vm dessert royal blue sevres is used, 
and when the time has come for coffee 
.andcigars the custom is onoe during 
the year, and only once—the night of 
the Derby dinner—to hand to each guest 
a silver lighter of unique design. No 
two lamps are alike, as they have at va­ 
rious times been presented by different 
Jdonors to the Prinoe of Wales, and each 
one has its history, T-Ladies' Home 
Journal.

Enormous quantities of citric acid are 
used in calico printing, in pharmacy and 


••• in the preparation of artificial lemonade. 
—About \ M ounces (570 grains) of pure 
citric acid dissolved in a pint of water 
gives a solutiom which has the average 
acidity of good lemon juice. 
When di­ 
luted with several times its bulk of wa­ 
ter, sweetened with sugar and scented 
with a single drop of essence of lemon, 
an artificial lemonade is cheaply pro­ 
duced, which is much used as a cooling 
drink in fever hospitals. 


It has also been used in the navy as a 
substitute for fresh lemon juice in the 
treatment or prevention of scurvy, bnt 
has been found much less efficient In 
fact, this artificial lemonade is by no 
means equal to that made from pure 
lemon juice, whether used at table or 
for invalids. In rheumatism or rheu- 
matio gout the fresh juice of the lemon 
is preferred on account of the bicitrate 
of potash which it contains. Pure lemon 
juloe is also a valuable remedy in sore 
throat and diphtheria Cases have been 
recorded in which children have appar­ 
ently been cured of this terrible disease 
by constantly sucking oranges or lemons. 


Pure oitrio acid possesses, like some 
other acids, the power of destroying the 
had effects of polluted water used for 
drinking, but it is perhaps best to boil 
the water before adding a little citric 
acid to it.—Chambers' Journal.
